peculiar People of Gop; but, through a long Series of Ages, have 
been juſtly caſt off by Him, on Account of their Rebellion againſt Him. 

It is readily acknowledged that many learned and excellent Treatiſes 
have been written in Defence of Chriſtianity againſt the Objections of 
Unbelievers.—But the Misfortune lieth here: However unanſwerably 
Chriſtians may Write, the Bulk of Infidels do not Read. | 

From ſerious Conſideration of this moſt important Subject it appears 
plainly, that a Method may be contrived, whereby the Evidence of the 
Truth of the Chriſtian Religion may be brought home to, and laid be- 
fore the Eyes of the Britiſb Jews, in a Way ſo eaſy and engaging, | 
and freed from the Inconveniences of Public Diſputation, that they will 
be almoſt conſtrained to view, examine, and judge of the many in- 
fallible Proofs, deducible from Facts, that our Ixsus is the MESSIAH, 
foretold by: Me es, the Pſalms, and the Prophets.

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Firſt, 1 Number of Perſons of Piety, Temper, Learning, and 

Judgment, may be commiſſioned by Aurhok rr (one of 
them to be the Preſident) to defend the Cauſe of e againſt 
the Arguments and Objections of the Jews. 


Secondly, Notice of this Commiſſion may be ſent from An to 
the Chiefs and Rulers of the Synagogues in London, ſignifying that, 
in order to remove the Complaint of their being deprived of the 
Liberty of the Preſs, whereby they might produce their Force in 
Support of their Adherence to Judaiſm, they are permitted, and even 
deſired to chooſe from among themſelves a certain Number of Per- 
ſons (one of them to be the Preſident) to draw up their Arguments 
and Objections againſt Cbriſtianity, and to tranſmit them to the 
Preſident of the Chriſtian Commiſſioners, who are appointed to 
return Anſwers to them. 
The Name and Place of Abode of each of the ſaid Preſidents to 
be mutually ſpecified, together with the Number of Com- 
miſſioners on each Side; in order that a ſufficient Number of 
Copies of the ſaid Arguments and Objections, and of the 
Anſwers, may be tranſmitted to the reſpective Preſidents. 


Thirdly, When the Chriſtian Preſident hath received Copies of the Jewiſh 
Arguments and Objections, he may forthwith ſend. a Copy to each 
of his F ellow- Commiſſioners, with Intimation that, as ſoon as he is 
8 acquainted they are ready with their reſſ pective Anſwers, a General 
Meeting will be appointed; at which Time it may be deliberated, 
whether a Sub-Committee may not be choſen to compole an Anfiver
